THE LITTLE TIME OF TROUBLE 

“There shall be a time of trouble, such as never 
has been since there was a nation till that time.” 
Dan. 12:1. R. S. V.

Read carefully the statement taken from Early 
Writings which is printed on the cover of this 
booklet. Note that the “time of trouble” begins some 
time before probation closes, before the seven last 
plagues begin to be poured out, while Jesus is still 
ministering within the sanctuary. 

And, note thankfully, also, that “at the com¬ 
mencement of the time of trouble, we were filled 
with the Holy Ghost, as we went forth and pro¬ 
claimed the Sabbath more fully.” 

Notice thoughtfully, that the time when we are 
to do this, the time when “we” are to be filled with 
the Holy Ghost, is during a “short period," right 
“at the beginning of the time of trouble,” before 
Jesus states that His work for man's salvation is 
finished. “AT THAT TIME THE LATTER RAIN 
WILL COME/' -

Do not these statements indicate clearly that 
BEFORE this “SHORT PERIOD” arrives, - before 
this “commencement of the time of trouble,”— “we” 
had NOT been “filled with the Holy Ghost,” neither 
had ‘we” preached the Sabbath truth “fully.” NO P 
FILLED because NOT PREACHED FULLY! A 
measure of the Holy Spirit? Yes, but not in its 
fullness! 


Question: What does it mean to preach the Sab¬ 
bath truth FULLY? This cannot refer to the LA¬ 
TENT to which it has been preached. Before the 
“short period” arrives, EVEN NOW, we are preach¬ 
ing this seventh-day Sabbath message by various 
methods to almost the entire world. If it does not 
refer to the EXTENT of the preaching, what docs 
it mean, when it spates that at the beginning of the 
time of trouble “we” preach the Sahbath MORE 
FULLY? 

Does not this statement from 6 T 350 give us 
light? We believe it does. “The Sabbath, given to 
the world as the sign of God as the creator, IS ALSO 
THE SIGN OF HIM AS THE SANCTIFIER 
The power that created all things is the power that 
re creates the soul IN HIS OWN LIKENESS. To 
those who keep HOLY the Sabbath day, IT IS A 
SIGN OF SANCTIFICATION.” RIGHTEOUS 
NESS BY FAITH! See D A. 283, 288. 
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Who are “we” referred to in this statement? 
Those who, when the “short period” of trouble 
begins, ARE PREPARED to receive the Holy Ghost 
in latter rain power. Many who profess to be looking 
for this precious latter rain will not be ready. 

"O, HOW MANY I saw in the time of trouble 
without a shelter! They had NEGLECTED THE 
NEEDFUL PREPARATION, therefore they 
COULD NOT RECEIVE THE REFRESHING.” 
E. W. 71. 

“We” WILL receive the Holy Ghost at the 
beginning of the time of trouble, therefore “we” 
WILL have made full preparation to receive it. 
How much this means to us all! 

The “refreshing,” the “latter rain,” the “seal of 
God,” and the “loud cry,” are terms which refer to 
the same time and to the same event. See E. W. 
27 1 . 

“An angel answered, (speaking of a “great change” 
which she saw had taken place within the visible 
church) ‘it is the latter rain, the refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord, the loud cry of the third 
angel'.” 

The “great change” will be that THEN “we” 
are FILLED with the Holy Spirit, and “we” ARE 
PREACHING the Sabbath in its FULLNESS. 
Forget not, that this all occurs “at the commence¬ 
ment of the time of trouble,” during a “short 
period.” / 

It is a generally accepted fact, a truth accepted 
by Seventh-day Adventists, that the “time of Jacob’s 
trouble,” the time when the seven last plagues are 
poured out, consumes less than a year of time, be¬ 
cause the “days are to-be shortened.” See Rev. 18:8 
G.C. 631. 

Does it not then, seem reasonable, that the “short 
period” before they are poured out, — the time 
during which “we” are to be “filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” and give the loud cry of the third angel “at 
the commencement of the time of trouble,” MUST 
BE A TIME OF VERY SHORT DURATION? 

“The work of this angel (Rev. 18:1) comes in at 
the right time to join in THE LAST GREAT 
WORK of the third angel’s message, as it swells 
to a loud cry.” 
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"This message (given by the loud cry angel of 
Rev. 18:1) seemed to be an addition to the third 
message, joining it AS THE MIDNIGHT CRY 
JOINED THE SECOND ANGEL’S MESSAGE 

IN 1844.” E.W. 277. 

Question: How much time was consumed in 
giving the “midnight cry” in 1844? Only about 
three months during the summer and fall of that 
year. We read: 

“The ‘midnight cry’ was heralded by thousands 
of believers. Like a tidal wave the movement swept 
over the land. From city to city, from village to 
village it went, until the waiting people of God 
were fully aroused. . . . The work was free from 
those extremes which are ever manifested when there 
is human excitement, without the controlling in¬ 
fluence of the Word and the Spirit of God. 

“It was similar in character to those seasons of 
humiliation and returning unto the Lord which 
among ancient Israel followed messages of reproof 
from His servants. . . . There was little ecstatic joy, 
but rather deep searching of heart and confession 
of sin, and forsaking of the world. A preparation to 
meet the Lord was the burden of agonizing spirits. 
There was persevering prayer, and unreserved conse¬ 
cration to God. . . . 

“Of all the great religious movements since the 
days of the apostles, none have been more free from 
human imperfection and the wiles of Satan than 
that of the autumn of 1844. . . . Angels were sent 
from heaven to arouse those who had become dis 
couraged, and prepare them to receive the message. 
The work did not stand in the wisdom and learning 
of men, but in the power of God. 

“It was not the most talented, but the most 
humble and devoted, who were the first to hear and 
obey the call. Farmers left their crops standing in 
the fields, mechanics laid down their tools, and with 
tears of rejoicing, went out to give the warning. 
Those who had formerly led in the cause were among 
the last to join in this movement. . . . 

“There went with it an impelling power that 
moved the soul. . . . Like showers of rain upon 
the thirsty earth, the Spirit of grace descended upon 
the earnest seekers. Those wno expected soon to 
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stand face to face with their Redeemer, felt a solemn 
ioy that was unutterable. The softening, subduing 
power of the Holy Spirit melted the heart. 

“Carefully and solemnly those who received the 
message came up to the time when they hoped to 
meet their Lord. Evers' morning they felt it was 
their first duty to secure the evidence of their accept¬ 
ance with God. Their hearts were closely united, and 
they praved much with and for one another.” G. C. 
400-401.' 


THUS, we shall find, will the loud cry of the 
third angel be carried quickly to the whole earth, 
under the mighty power of the latter rain. 

There are several very important events to trans ¬ 
pire near the beginning and during the “short 
period” of our text. Some of these we will mention. 

1. Probation will close for the professed remnant 
church of God. 

2. The latter rain will fall on those prepared to 
receive it, and the loud cry of the third angel will 
be given. 

3. Within the visible church there will be almost 
a complete separation of the chaff from the wheat. 
Perhaps a few (like Judas, who, although Jesus often 
sifted His followers, clung to Him till almost the very- 
last) may remain in the church during the loud cry 
movement. 

4. Satan will work miracles. God’s true ones 
suffer terrible persecution. 

5. God’s destructive judgments will be falling on 
church and state. 

6. At the very end of the “short period” probation 
will close for all who finally reject God’s love and 
mercy. These we will study as space will permit. 

Our text clearly indicates that BEFORE these 
events CAN be fulfilled, there MUST be a GREAT 
SPIRITUAL AWAKENING AND A SPIRITUAL 
REVIVAL among the professed people of God who 
are preaching the second advent. 

This promised, expected, and very necessary spirit¬ 
ual revival will be the subject of the next chapter. 
We MUST have this revival and reformation, which 
will separate the chaff from the wheat and leave a 
pure church, else the “loud cry” of the “short 
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period” CANNOT be given. “WE” SHALL SEE 
IT! 

May all who read this small book be among the 
“we” who, “at the commencement of the time of 
trouble,” will be FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST,” is the earnest desire and heartfelt prayer 
of all who are heart to heart with God.

Since no one can do right FULLY until he 
studies and knows the divine blueprint, and learns 
fully what right is, how necessary that we search 
the Bible ana the Testimonies to find out the will 


of God. We are told: 


“Many are going directly CONTRARY to the 
light which God has given His people, because they 
DO NOT READ tne books which contain the 


light and knowledge in cautions, reoroofs and warn 
ings.” 4 T 391. IF WF. CONTINUE TO DO 

THIS, how can we preach the Sabbath truth 
FULLY? How can we ever be baptized with God’s 
blessed latter rain? Impossible! 

“There is nothing in the universe that I fear so 
much, as that I shall not know all my dutv, or that 
knowing, I shall fail to do it.” 5T 341. 

That Bible and Testimony studies are now being 
begun in many of our churches is a good omen. But 
some are in as grave danger of practicing “Higher 
criticism” on the Spirit of Prophecy, as are the 
churches of Babylon who do so upon the Bible. 




Shall we not begin to pray, “Lord, make me holy 
wholly.” 

Few in the church know this experience. This sad 
condition led Elder Arthur Spalding, shortly before 
he passed to his rest, to write in a letter, the follow¬ 
ing statements. (You will remember him as the 


author of “Captains of the Host,” and “Christ’s 


Last Legion.”) 

“There must be a reformation. . . . The reforma¬ 


tion must come, and every day that goes by, is so 
much time wasted, till it comes. . . . 

“Oh, for the power of God to cleanse His church. 
He will do it, Dut in the cleansing 31,700 will be 
left out; only 300 will go with God to win the 
victory'.” 

If true, how must God feel as He looks at His 
professed people! 

Years ago tne Lord's servant wrote: “Our churches 
are dying for the want of teaching on the subject 
of righteousness bv faith, and on kindred truths.” 

G.W. 301. 


If our churches were dying THEN, what is our 
condition in God's sight NOW? If our churches 
were DYING for the want of preaching on right 
eousness by faith, we ask. What message will alone 
remedy this condition? What message will bring 
about a “RESURRECTION FROM APPARENT 


DEATH?” Answer: The very message, the lack of 
which brought them into a dying condition. That 
message as stated above, is Righteousness by faith in 
Christ, and its kindred subject, — The message of 
the True Witness to the Laodiceans. 


Recently, a godly minister here was invited to 
attend a meeting where this theme was to be pre¬ 
sented. To our invitation, he replied; “This is a sub¬ 
ject which too many of our brethren are afraid of.” 
Why be afraid of the message which is to “Lighten 
the earth with its glory?” Why fear the message 
which is to “Close the work of the third angel?” 

We receive the sealing latter rain “AS” we preach 
the Sabbath FULLY. Thank God, He has promised 
that there will be a revival within the ranks of 


Seventh-day Adventists. It has begun in small pray¬ 
ing companies around the earth. The “Straight 
testimony, upon which the destiny of the church 




hangs,” IS to be given. It is now being given, and 
it WILL accomplish its work! 

Satan does not like it. Me puts up a great fight 
to hinder its being given. “There is NOTHING that 
Satan fears so much as that the people of God shall 
clear the way by removing every hindrance, so that 
the Lord can pour out His Spirit upon a languishing 
church and an impenitent congregation. 

“If Satan had his way, there never would be 
another awakening.” R. H. Mar. 22, 1887. 

But God has promised, “There IS TO BE a 
resurrection from APPARENT DEATH.” 8T 297. 

“Before the final visitation of God's judgments 
upon the earth, there WILL BE among the people 
of God, SUCH a REVIVAL OF PRIMITIVE 
GODLINESS, as has not been witnessed since 
APOSTALIC TIMES.” G. C. 464. 

It will cornel Study this last statement prayerfully, 
that you lose none of its force and meaning. Primi¬ 
tive godliness! What does this mean? I low few 
know! “I have been deeply impressed by scenes that 
have recently passed before me in the night season. 
There seemed to be a GREAT MOVEMENT — a 
work of REVIVAL — going forward in many places. 
Our people were moving into line, responding to 
God’s call.” Gen. Con. Bulletin, May 19, 1913. 

“In visions of the night representations passed 
before me of a GREAT REFORMATORY MOVE¬

“We are to throw aside our selfish, narrow plans, 
remembering that we have a work of the largest 
magnitude and highest importance. In doing this 
work we are sounding the first, second, and third 
angel's messages, and are thus being prepared for 
the coming of that OTHER ANGEL FROM 
HEAVEN WHO IS TO LIGHTEN THE EARTH 
WITH HIS GLORY.” 6T A06. 
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The preaching of the Laodicean message must be 
revived, will be revived. It is God’s last effort to 
awaken His people to repentance and obedience. 
It is a part of the message which will prepare His 
people for the latter rain and the loud cry. Study

“You say, I am rich, and have wealth stored up, 
and I stand in need of nothing; and you do not 
know that if there is a wretched creature, it is 
YOU, pitiable, poor, blind, n.ked. 

“Therefore I counsel you to buy of Me gold 
refined in the fire that you may become rich, and 
white robes to put on, so as to hide your shameful 
nakedness, and eyesalve to anoint your eyes with, so 
that you may be able to sec. All whom \ hold dear, 
I reprove and chastise; therefore be earnest and 
repent. . 

“I am now standing at the door and am knock 
ing. If any one listens to My voice and opens the 
door, I will go in to be with him, and he shall 
feast with Me.” Rev. 3: 15-20. Weymouth. 

“Oh for a religious awakening! The angels of 
God are going from church to church, doing their 
duty; and Christ is knocking at the door of your 
heart for entrance. But the means that God has 
devised to AWAKEN THE CHURCH to a sense 
of their spiritual destitution have not been regarded.

I he duties and dangers of God’s people have been 
plainly revealed. But the WORLDLY ELEMENT 
HAS PROVED TOO STRONG FOR THEM. 
Customs, practices and fashions which lead the soul 
nwnv from God, have been for vears gaining ground, 
IN DEFIANCE OF THE WARNINGS AND 
ENTREATIES OF THE HOLY SPIRIT: until at 
last, THEIR WAYS HAVE BECOME RIGHT 
IN THEIR OWN EYES, and the SPIRITS voice 
is scarcely heard.” 5T 103. 

“You are poor, and miserable, and blind and 
naked. . . . Soon the word that was spoken concern¬ 
ing Eli’s house will BE SPOKEN TO THE 
ANGELS of God concerning YOU. . . . Oh, that 
every lukewarm professor could realize the CLEAN 
WORK that God is about to make among HIS 
PROFESSED PEOPLE.” IT 190. 
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“If the professed people of God find their hearts 
opposed to this straight work, it should convince 
them that they have a work to do to overcome. 

IF THEY WOULD NOT BE SPEWED OU T. 
. . . If they will NOT be purified by OBEYING 
THE TRUTH, and overcome their SELFISHNESS, 
THEIR PRIDE, AND EVIL PASSIONS, the 

angels of God have the charge, ‘They are joined 
to their idols, LET THEM ALONE:' and they 

pass on to their work, leaving these with their sinful 
traits unsubdued, to the control of EVIL ANGELS.”

Then they will act toward their brethren as King 
Saul did toward David, — the anointed of the Lord.

The 
Laodicean message, like a sharp, two edged sword, 
must go to all the churches. . . . It is our work to 
proclaim this message.” 6T 77. 

“Sardis had a few faithful souls who were com¬ 
mended, but in Laodicea there seems to be nothing 
commendable, for Jesus gives no praise whatever. 
Philadelphia received no reproof and Laodicea no 
commendation.” 

“The publicans and harlets were ‘cold,’ the Apos¬ 
tles were ‘hot.’ the Scribes and Pharisees were ‘luke- 
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warm.’ Christ prefers that Laodicea be either Chris 
tian or pagan, rather than a compromise between 
the two. 

“The church of Laodicea is not only lukewarm in 

* 

zeal and devotion, but also spiritually sick. . . . 
Death is inevitable unless the offered remedy is 
applied, but Laodicea approaches her tomb boasting 
of her spiritual health, riches and prosperity. 

“The remedy must be applied soon or it will be 
too late, because the disease will reach the incurable 
stage. The condition is alarming and calls for an 
alarm message. When God sends such a message to 
Zion, conditions must be serious.” 

“The situation demands a ministry of tears . . . 
an alarm message to a weeping church. Such a mes¬ 
sage results in the early and the later rain.” 

“The Laodicean message is the LAST call God 
will make to modern Israel, and is comparable to 
His final plea to ancient Israel as lie wept over 
the doomed city.’’ 

“The attitude of modern Laodicea is the spirit of 
Phariseeism. To convince them of their spiritual con 
dition and need seems almost an impossible task.’’ 

“Spiritually the church is poverty stricken, but 
imagines she is rich; wretched, but feels perfectly 
satisfied; miserable, but pretends great happiness; 
blind, but prides herself on her vision; naked, . . . 
but is strutting about on dress parade.’’ 

“Because of material prosperity, 'it is the general 
opinion that the church is flourishing, and that 
peace and spiritual prosperity arc in all her borders.’ 
Whereas, at the same time, there has been ‘a steady 
retreat toward the world.’ While gaining in mem¬ 
bership, and developing in extent, influence, and 
facilities, the church ‘has been waning in piety and 
retrograding in spiritual power’.” 

“Jesus declared that when blind leaders lead a 
blind people, ‘both shall fall into the ditch.’ Like 
ancient Israel, Laodicea is living under the BLAZ¬ 
ING LIGHT OF PROPHETIC VISION, and at 
the same time is spiritually blind. A church WITH 
THE GIFT OF PROPHETIC VISION, with 

great light and truth, and with a glorious history 
and heritage, which is at the same time blind to 
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its own condition and needs, is in a most pitiable 
state. Such is the picture of Laodicca.” 

The message of rebuke, if unheeded, will be fol¬ 
lowed by CHASTENING AND DISCIPLINE. This 
has ever been God’s method in dealing with His 
children. His counsels disobeyed, HAVE ALWAYS 
BEEN FOLLOWED BY JUDGMENTS. 

As many as I love, I first rebuke, and then 1 
chasten, is God's message to Laodicea. He rebukes 
and chastens BECAUSE HE LOVES HER. 

The next quotation is copied from an article by 
Elder G. Dalrymple in the SIGNS for Nov. 14, 
1933. 

“What then, is the reason that God, contemplat¬ 
ing the condition of the church of Laodicea, sees 
one thing; while Laodicea, considering her own 
status, benolds an entirely different condition? . . . 

“Laodicea tends to observe her achievements, 
which are not inconsiderable. She thinks of her 
missionaries at the ends of the earth. She recalls 
the hospitals which her wealth has erected. She 
surveys her schools . . . she counts her printing 
presses . . . her stately houses of worship, she counts 
ner membership . . . 

“Her mind goes back to her humble beginning, 
and she traces with a subtil and unconscious pride 
her years of growth and progress. To Laodicea it is 
a splendid snowing, and she is happy and com¬ 
placent. She has a flawless doctrine, a competent 
organization, a triumphant message, — who can deny 
these things? 

“But God, the inifinte Father of all, looks.beyond 
all this. His awful gaze penetrates past Laodicea’s 
schools, sanitariums, and publishing houses, past her 
fine buildings and worthwhile equiptment, past the 
growing membership and constantly widening sphere 

of influence, - AND LOOKS DOWN UPON 
LAODICEA’S HEART. 

“Here He witnesses PRIDE, the sin by which 
the angels fell; the DESIRE FOR HUMAN 
PRAISE, the LOVE OF THE WORLD with all 
that the world offers. He sees DANGEROUS CON¬ 
FORMITY TO UNCHRISTIAN CUSTOMS. 

. . . The gold of character is strangely lacking, and 
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its place taken by BRILLIANT TINSEL, which 
does not deceive the heavenly Watcher. 

“The raiment of CHRIST’S RIGHTEOUSNESS, 


at once so simple and ample, is not worn; instead 
is an ingenious arrangement of the filthy rags of 
Laodiceas own righteousness. Upon her eyes, fes¬ 
tering with the sores of worldly SHOR I SIGH 1 ED 
NESS, is ‘ no healing salve to strengthen and 
sanctify.” 

Sin MUST be purged out of our hearts or we 
shall be purged out of God’s church. To remain 
in a Laoaicean condition means only one thing, — 
to be spewed out. Is this not a mighty challenge 
to repentl “Be zealous, therefore, and REPENT,” 
is God’s last call to Laodicea. 

“Are we hoping to see the whole church revived? 

THAT TIME WILL NEVER COME. . . . We 

must enter upon the work individually.” R. H. 
March 22, 1887. 

“The True Witness loaths the indifference of 
this class. . . . They are nauseous to His taste. . . . 
Intellect and earthly riches were powerless to re¬ 
move the defects of the Laodicean church.” 4T 

87-88 

“The sins that control the world HAVE COME 
INTO THE CHURCH, and into the hearts of 
those who claim to be God’s peculiar people. . . . 
There is ambition for riches and honor. . . . This 
world is their home. They make it their business 
to secure earthly treasure. They erect COSTLY

thing. They find PLEASURE IN DRESS and in 
the INDULGENCE OF APPETITE. The things 
of the world are their idols.”

2. EYESALVE, which is “that spiritual discern 
ment which enables you to see the wiles of Satan 
and shun them, to detect sin and abhore it, to see 
truth and obey it.” Stating this truth in a different 
way, it is a command to seek and obtain the all- 
necessary Holy Spirit, which we obtain through 
contrition, genuine repentance, obedience and faitn. 

3. WHITE RAIMENT, which “is the righteous

ness of Christ.” ST 233. “To her was GRANTED 


that she should be arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white, for the fine linen is the righteousness of

from jesus. It is granted to us by HIM.

Some day, after a sincere, honest prayer of 
full surrender, make a list of the things you do 
during God's time, which deny the message you 
profess to believe,—things Jesus would not do if He 
were in your place. THINK OF THE TIME AND 
MONEY WASTED ON NON-ESSENTIALS! 

One of the LAST predicted signs IN THE 
CHURCH, whereby we are to know' that the end 
is near, is that professed Christians will have a 
FORM of godliness, but by their lives, DENY 
the POWER of godliness. 2 Tim. 3:4 5. 

What is the power of godliness? It is power to 
live a godly life. The lives of too many professed 
Christians deny that there is pow'cr in Jesus to 
live NOW a life like God. “Live . . . godly in this 
present world." Titus 2:12. 

What is the reason for this sad condition? The 
reason is that God's professed children DO NOT 
KNOW HIM. “This IS life eternal, that thev 
might KNOW THEE . . . and JESUS." John 17:3.

“The angel of Rev. 18:1, came down to do his 
work, and was ridiculed, criticised, and rejected. 
When the message he brings again, swells into a 
loud cry, it will again be ridiculed snoken against, 
and rejected by the majority.” — Talcing up a re¬ 
proach. We shall see how this is possible later in 
the study. 

In Minneapolis He bade me follow H i m fro m 
room to room, that I might hear what was spoken 
in the bed-chamber. The enemy had things very 
much his own way. . . . In the rooms occupied b y 
some of our people, were heard ridicule critici sm, 
laughter. The manifestations of the Hol y Sp irit 
were attributed to fanaticism. The scenes that took 
place at that meeting, made the God of heaven 
ashamed to call those who took part in them His 
brethren."—Counsel Meetings 16. 

Sister White said of the Minneapolis experience, 
“The message was rejected as stubbornly as the Jews 
rejected Christ." Read prayerfully the following. 

“Some have cultivated hatred against the men 
WHOM GOD HAS COMMISSIONED to bear a 
SPECIAL MESSAGE to the world. They began 
this Satanic work at Minneapolis. Afterward, when 
they saw and felt the demonstration of the Holy 
Spirit, testifying that the message was of God, 
THEY HATED IT THE MORE, because it was 
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a testimony against them. Yet they would not 
humble their hearts to repent/’ T. M. 79-80. 

“That men should keep alive the spirit that ran 
riot at Minneapolis, is an offense to God.” T. M. 76. 

“I would speak in warning to those who have 
stood for years resisting and cherishing the spirit 
of opposition. How long will you hate and despise 
the messengers of God’s righteousness? God has 
given them 11 is message. ... I have no smooth 
message to bear to those who have bee ' SO LONG 
as false guideposts, pointing the wrong way. If you 
reject God’s delegated messengers, you reject Christ. 

“Neglect this great salvation, kept before you for 
vears, despise this glorious offer of JUSTIFICA¬ 
TION THROUGH THE BLOOD OF CHRIST, 
and SANCTIFICATION THROUGH THE 
CLEANSING POWER OF THE FIOLY SPIRIT, 

and there remaineth no more sacrifice for sins.” 

T M. 96-97. 

“Beware how you indulge the attributes of Satan, 
and pour contempt upon the manifestation of the 
Holy Spirit. . . . Those who receive the Holy Spiri t 
will FEEL THE CHILLING ATMOSPHER E 
that surrounds the souls of others bv whom these 
great and solemn realities are UNAPPRECIATED 
AND SPOKEN AGAINT.” T. M. 90. 

Near the close of the Minneapolis meeting Sister 
White spoke. She said: 

“Now our meeting is drawing to a close, and not 
one confession has been made. There has not been 
a single break so as to let the Spirit of God in. 
Now I was saying what was the use of our as¬ 
sembling here together, and for our ministering 
brethren .to come in, if they are here only to shut 
out the Spirit of God from the people.” MS 9, 1888. 
Two years later she said: /S'/ J 

“For nearly two years we have been urging the 
people to come up and accept the light and truth 
concerning the righteousness of Christ, and they do 
not know whether to come and take hold of this 
precious truth or not. ... I have done what I could 
to present the matter. . . . Shall we not arise and 
get out of the position of unbelief?” R. H. Mav 

11, 1890. 
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In the May 27 Review of that same year she 
wrote: “The light which will lighten the earth with 
its glory will be called a false light. We entreat 
you w'ho oppose the light of truth, to stand out 
of the way of God’s people. Let heaven-sent light 
shine in clear steady rays. God holds you to whom 
this light has come responsible for the use you 
make of it. Those who will not hear will be held 
responsible, for the truth has been brought within 
their reach, but THEY HAVE DESPISED THEIR 
OPPORTUNITIES AND PRIVILEGES.” 

At the eleventh meeting of the 1893 General 
conference, Sister White said: “The influence which 
grew out of the resistance of light and truth at 
Minneapolis tended to make of no effect the light 
God had given to His people THROUGH THE 
TESTIMONIES.” G. C. Bulletin 1893. 

“That which has been presented harmonizes per¬ 
fectly with the light which God has been pleased 
to give me during all the years of my ministry. If 
our ministering brethren would accept the doctrine 
which has been presented so clearly . . . the people 

would be fed." MS 15, 1888. CSb^J 

In Letter U,3, written Jan. 25, 1889, the servant 
of God wrote: “Again and again did I bear my 
testimony to those assembled in a clear and forceful 
manner, but that testimony was NOT RECEIVED. 

“When I came to Battle Creek I repeated the 

same testimony in the presence of Elder_, but 

there was NOT ONE who had the courage to 

stand by my side, and help Elder_to sec that 

he as well as others had taken a wrong position. 
He presented the matter before me in a letter, 
stating that my attitude at that conference just 
about broke the hearts of some of our ministering 
brethren.” 

“They have resisted the appeals of the Spirit 
of God. I have no hope that the Lord has a reserve 
power to break down their resistance. I leave them 
in the hands of God, and unless the Lord places 
upon me a decided burden to speak words in the 
Tabernacle, I shall not attempt to say anything, 
until those who have acted a part to HEDGE 
UP MY WAY, shall clear my path. 
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“If they have not recognized the Spirit of the 
Lord in the messages I have borne, they will recog¬ 
nize it less now, for I have not the strength to 
contend with the spirit and resistance, doubts and 
unbelief, which have barricaded their souls, that 
they could not see when good cometli. . . . What 
will be the end of this stubborn unbelief, WE 
HAVE YET TO LEARNT Letter Sept. 18, 
1890. W-32. 

God cannot forgive sin. He CAN forgive sinners 
when they repent and confess their sins. 

“Unless those who can help . . . are aroused to 
a sense of their duty, they will not recognize the 
work of God when the loud cry of the third angel 
is heard. 

“When the light goes forth to lighten the earth, 
instead of coming up to the help of the Lord, 
they will want to bind about the work to meet 
their narrow ideas. . . . 

“The Lord will work in this LAST WORK in a 
manner very much out of the common order of 

things, and in A WAY THAT WILL BE CON¬ 
TRARY TO ANY HUMAN PLANNING. 

“There will be those among 11 s who will always 
want to control the w'ork of God, to dictate even 
what movements shall be made when the work 
goes forward under the DIRECTION OF THE 
ANGEL WHO JOINS THE THIRD ANGEL. 

“God will use ways and means bv which it will 
be seen that HE IS TAKING THE REINS IN 
HIS OWN HANDS. The workers will be surprised 
by the simple means that He will use to bring 
about and perfect HIS- WORK OF RIGHTEOUS¬ 
NESS." T. M. 300. 

“In the manifestation of the power THAT 
LIGHTENS THE EARTH WITH THE GLORY 

OF GOD, they will see only something which in 
their BLINDNESS, they will think dangerous, 
something to arouse their fears, and they will brace 
themselves to resist it. 

“Because the Lord does not work according to 
their ideas, they will oppose the work. ‘Why,’ say 
they, ‘should we not know the Spirit of God, when 
we have been in the work so many years?’ Because 
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they did not respond to the warnings, the entreaties 
of THE MESSAGES OF GOD, but persistently 
said, ‘I am rich and increased with goods, and 
have need of nothing'." 

"There are persons who have received the precious 
light on the righteousness of Christ, but they have 
not acted upon it. They are foolish virgins." R. H. 

Aug. 19, 1890. 

"O how I long to see the church members 
clothed with their Beautiful garments, and prepared 
to go forth to meet the Bridegroom! Many are 
expecting to sit down to the marriage supper of 
the Lamb, who are unprepared for the coming of 
the King. They are like the blind, they do not 
seem to discern their danger." M M. 333. 

Only the obedient put on the saving robe of 
Christ s righteousness. The result of persistent dis¬ 
obedience will be studied in the next chapter. The 
final test will come to the world over the Sabbath. 
It will come to Seventh-day Adventists over the 
Spirit of Prophecy. The church leaders rebelled 
against the Spirit of Propehcy in 1888, but this 
same spirit, we shall see, had been going on for 
some time before the Minneapolis meeting. 

PURIFICATION OF THE VISIBLE 

CHURCH 

"There was a man sent from God whose name 
was John." John 1:6. 

As typified by John the Baptist, the Seventh-day 
Adventist church came into existence at the right 
time, in fulfilment of prophecy, to do a special 
work for God upon earth. 

How faithfully we have performed this task, the 
long-drawn-out-years of unDelief and worldly con¬ 
formity will testify. From almost the beginning of 
our great movement, we have, like Israel of old, 
rebelled against the testimony of the True Witness. 

"Satan has laid every measure possible that 
nothing shall come among us as a people to re¬ 
prove and rebuke us, and exhort us to put away 
our errors. But there is a people who will bear

the ark of God. ... In the past God has raised 
up men, and He still has men of opportunity wait¬ 
ing, prepared to do His bidding, — men who will 
go through restrictions w-hich are only as wal.s 
daubed with untempered mortar. When God puts 
His Spirit upon men they will work.’’ T. M. 411. 

Every well informed Seventh-day Adventist knows 
that it was God’s purpose to finish His work for 
man’s salvation many years ago. Every year that 
lasses places us in a still more unfavorable light, 
lee 9T 29, D. A. 633, 6T 430, G. C. 457-458. 


What is the situation TODAY? Last Sabbath 
here at Loma Linda, a vice-president of the General 
Conference said that everything is now ready for 
the finishing of the task except God’s people, — the 
ones through whom He designs to finish it. 

The same thought was well expressed in a recent 
series of articles in our church paper, written by 
Elder C. B. Haynes. From these we quote: 

“All things are in readiness for the consummation 
of the grand purposes of God on earth, for the 
completion of the gospel, for the closing up of 
the work of human salvation. All things, — except 
God’s own people. There remains a work to be 
done for them — the removal of sin from their lives 
— not yet accomplished.’’ R. II. Nov. 24, 1955. 

To make it clear that church leaders DID NO T 
receive the messages of warning and reproof just 
prior to 1888, we quote from testimonies sent to 
them: 

“Brother Smith is ensnared by the enemy, and 
cannot in his present state give the trumpet a 
certain sound. The displeasure of God is upon 
them both, (Elders Smith and Butler) yet Elder. 
Smith is placed in position as teacher to mold and 
fashion tne minds of students, when it is well 
known that he is not standing in the light. . . . 

“Elder Smith will not receive the light God has 
given to correct him, and he has not a spirit to 
correct by confession any wrong course he has 
pursued in the past. . . . They do not believe the 
testimonies.’’—Life and Work of U. Smith, by 
R. J. Hammond, in his thesis at our Theological 
Seminary, pages 112-113. 
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The Testimony in volume 5, beginning on page 
62, “ITie Testimonies Slighted,” was headed by Sis¬ 
ter White “THE TESTIMONIES REJECTED.” 
It appears in the small book containing the early 
Testimonies sent to the Battle Creek church, printed 
by the Pacific Press Publishing House, Oakland, 
California, in 1882. We give below some paragraphs 
left out of volume five, as they appeared in the 
original printing: 

“I wrote you as I did; but Elder Smith felt at 
1'berty to withhold the testimony from the church 
for weeks. . . . Further than this, Elder Smith ques¬ 
tioned the propriety of bringing the testimony before 
the church at all. Thus he takes the responsibility 
of standing between God’s word of reproof and the 
people. I committed the matter to Elder Smith as 
an officer of the church. 

“In consideration of my past position in this 
work, in consideration of the connection God has 
been pleased to give me with His cause from its 
very rise, was it the prerogative of Elder Smith, 
or of those whom he took into his counsel, to 
even question this matter? 

“Shall he sit in judgment upon my work, or on 
my letters of warning to the churcn? This man, 
who has so long avoided disagreeable responsibilities; 
who has let matters drift whichever way they were 
disposed to go, rather than brace himself for duty, 
ana with moral courage reprove and rebuke wrong; 
who has shunned so many duties belonging to him 
in his position of trust, — now has ventured to act 
a new character, and to assume responsibilities which 
God hath not given him. 

“He has placed himself and his influence in 
direct opposition to my work, so that I cannot reach 
the people to impress upon them the testimonies 
whica God has given me. And there are others 
equally blinded who will follow in his path. . . . 

“Especially in reference to Elder Smith. Now 
he is found firm, persistent, stubborn, on the wrong 
side. He is not fed by the Spirit of God in his 
decisions. The Lord has laid no such burden upon 
him. Human influences have molded his judgment. 
No greater evidence of this can be given, than the 
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course he has taken in regard to my testimony to 
the church. . . . 

“Why did I lie upon my face night after night, 
pleading with God in your behalf, if I did not 
know that you were going, step by step, away from 
the light. . . . 

“In rejecting this testimony. Elder Smith, you 
have virtually rejected all the testimonies. You must 
know this is the case. This testimony bears the 
same evidence of its character that all others have 
borne for the past 36 years. But it condemns cer¬ 
tain wrongs which you have committed, and^which 
God condemns. The reason why you cannot see it, 
is because you have been cherishing feelings wholly 
opposed to the Spirit of God. Your actions stand 
registered in the books of heaven. . . . 

“Elder Smith, I was more grieved than I can 
express to find you again working on the side of 
the enemy. You will find quite a number who 
will strengthen you in your position; the leaven is 
working. You pronounce my work human, not 
actuated by the Spirit of God. On this point you 
have had great light; for this you are responsible. . . . 

“In this long letter (the one preceding the “Testi¬ 
monies Slighted," S. A. N.) I spoke of many facts 
which I distinctly stated that I had been shown. 
I wrote to you saying that I had seen what course 
you would pursue, to what lengths you \vo»ld go, 
unless you heeded the light which God sent to 
you in reproofs, in counsel, and warning. Will you 
do despite to the Spirit of grace? 

“I was most astonished to read a letter from 
Sister _.—, a collection of partial disclosures, and 
dark hints of terrible things that could not be re¬ 
vealed. Then she remarks, ‘Sister White, be careful 
how you slay/ AS THOUGH GOD’S MESSEN 
GER WAS DOING A WORK INDEPENDENT 
OF THE HOLY SPIRIT! Thus Ahab thought 
when he met Elijah. . . . 

“Those who bear the warnings of God, are often 
regarded as the offending party, whereas, the whole- 
blame rests with those who have alienated them¬ 
selves from the Lord by transgression. . . . 

“After I wrote you this long letter which has 
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been belittled by Elder Smith as merely as a matter 
of my OWN OPINION, while at the Southern 
California camp-meeting the Lord partially removed 
the restrictions, and I write what I do. I dare not 
say more now, lest I go beyond what the Spirit of 
the Lord has permitted me. . . . 

“The work he is doing, he will wish undone 
erelong. He is weaving a net around himself that 
he cannot easily break. THIS IS NOT MY 
OPINION. . . . 


“In the testimonies sent to Battle Creek, I have 
given you the light God has given me. In no case 
have I given my own judgment or opinion.” 

There is much more, but this is sufficient to 
prove that there was a great departure from God 
shortly before the 1888 meeting, when God had 
planned to work mightily for His people. It is easy 
to see why the message of Righteousness by Faith 
was not accepted at tnat meeting. 

The author of “Christ our Righteousness” has 
this to say of the opposition to tne message from 
heaven at that time: “The appropriation of the 
perfect righteousness of Christ by deceived, sinful 
hearts, was the remedy the Lord sent. . . . Who 
can tell what would have come to the church and 
the cause of God if that message of Righteousness 
by Faith had been fully and whole-heartedly re¬ 
ceived by all at that time? And who can estimate 
the loss that has been sustained by the failure of 
many to receive that message. Eternity alone will re¬ 
veal the whole truth regarding this matter.” page 55. 

The revival of the message to Laodicea will clearly 
reveal our need. The righteousness of Christ will 
supply that need. The preaching of these two so- 
greatly-needed messages is indeed present truth for 
TODAY. When they are given as God would have 
them, they will produce a pure, sanctified remnant 

— THE CHURCH, with which God, after the 
purging and shaking, will quickly, in greater than 
Pentecostal power, finish His work for man's re¬ 
demption. 

Tnat God will have before the end a PURE 
CHURCH upon earth, the following statements 
will prove. He will have a church again, just like 




the early church which received the early rain at 
Pentecost. 

“He will have a clean and holy church.” IT 99. 
“God’s love for His church is infinite . . . HE 
WILL PURIFY HIS CHURCH even as He puri¬ 
fied the temple at the beginning and close of His 
ministry on earth.” 9T 228. 

He purified this movement in 1844, at its very 
beginning, by the great disappointment. When He 
did not return on October 22, the great majority 
left the movement, most of them returning to the 
churches from which they had separated. How He 
will purify the movement again down here near the 
close of time, we shall study later. And we shall 
find that the great majority will again return to 
the churches of Babylon. 

“The days of purification OF THE CHURCH 
are hastening on apace. GOD WILL HAVE A 
PEOPLE PURE AND TRUE.” 5T 80. 

“The Lord will have a people true as steel and 
with a faith as FIRM AS THE GRANITE ROCK. 
They are to be His instrumentalities to do a 
SPECIAL, a GLORIOUS work, in the day of His 
preparation.” 4T 594. 

How will the visible church be made pure? Man 
will not do. God, Himself, will do it./“HE will 
thoroughly purge His floor.” Matt. Tlosf^. “I will 
purely purge away thy dross, and take away all thy 
tin.” Isa. 1:25. “He will purge them as gold and 
silver.” Mai. 3:3. The tares WILL BE “separated,” 
“purged,” sifted out,” “shaken.”- The wheat will 
remain. '< 1 

“When, trees without fruit are CUT DOWN, 
when MULTITUDES of FALSE brethren ARE 
DISTINGUISHED from the TRUE.” 5T 81. 

“The warning that WORLDLY CONFORMITY 
has SILENCED OR WITHHELD, MUST BE 
GIVEN under the FIERCEST opposition from 
the enemies of the faith. ... At THAT TIME 
the superficial, conservative class, whose influence 
has steadily RETARDED THE PROGRESS OF 
THE WORK, WILL RENOUNCE THE FAITH, 
and TAKE THEIR STAND with its avowed 
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enemies, toward whom their sympathies HAVE 
LONG BEEN TENDING/’ 5T 77-78. 

“As we near the judgment, all will manifest their 
true character, and it will be made plain to which 
company they belong. The sieve is moving. Let us 
not say, Stay Thy hand, O God. The church MUST 
be PURGED and it WILL BE.” IT 100. 

“When purification shall take place in OUR 
ranks, we shall no longer rest at ease, boasting of 
bciiig rich ... in need of nothing.” 8T 250. 

“Oh that every lukewarm professor could realize 
the CLEAN WORK that God is about to make 
among HIS PROFESSED PEOPLE.” IT 190. 

“The purging and cleansing will SURELY pass 
through EVERY CHURCH in OUR LAND, that 

has had great opportunities . . . and have passed 

them by. T. M. 414. 

“When the overflowing scourge shall PASS 
THROUGH THE EARTH . . . when the FAN 
is PURGING Jehovah’s floor.” 5T 82. 

“God’s people will be sifted, even as corn is 
sifted in a sieve, until ALL THE CHAFF IS 
REMOVED.” IT 431. 

“My attention was turned to the company I had 
seen, who were MIGHTILY SHAKEN.” E. W. 271. 

“O what a day is before us! What sifting there 

will be AMONG THOSE WHO CLAIM TO BE 
CHILDREN OF GOD.” T. M. 163. 

“The Lord has His FAN in His hand, and He 
will thoroughly PURGE His floor.” 5T 227. 

“The camp needs purging.” 3T 476. 

“The signs reveal that the time is near WHEN 
THE LORD will manifest that His FAN is in 
His hand, and HE will thoroughly PURGE His 
floor.” 5T 80. 

“In the MIGHTY SIFTING soon to take place, 
wc shall be better able to measure the strength 

of Israel.” 5T 80. 

This must be more than sufficient to all who 
believe the Testimonies, that God WILL PURGE 
His church. But, some one asks, How can God have 
a pure church BEFORE probation closes? Are not 
the wheat and the tares to “grow together until 
the harvest?” Yes, but WHEN is the harvest? “The 
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harvest is the end of probationary Jim'e.” CL O'. L. 72. 

• fs If not possible that probation will close for 
God’s professed remnant church, before it docs for 
the world?* In a future chapter we shall find that 
this is true. God would not PURGE His church 
UNLESS He found it necessary to do so. That is 
why we have all these clear statements above.*“In 
the time of harvest ye shall return, and ‘discern 
between the righteous and the wicked’.” C. O. L. 74. 

“In every age there is given to men their day of 
light and privilege, a probationary time in which 
they may become reconciled, to God. BUT THERE 
IS A LIMIT TO THIS GRACE. . . . There comes 
a time when mercy makes her LAST plea. . . . Then 
the sweet, winning voice entreats the sinner no 
longer, and reproofs and warnings cease.” D. A. 587. 

“Jesus is about to leave the mercy seat of the 
heavenly sanctuary, to put on garments of venge¬ 
ance, and pour out His wrath in judgments upon 
those who have not responded to the light God 
has given them.” 5T 208. 

“There are limits even to the forbearance of God, 
and many are exceeding these boundaries. They 
have overrun the limits of grace, and therefore God 
MUST interfere and vindicate His own honor.” 

5T 208. 

“Jerusalem is a representation of what the church 
will be, if it refuses to receive and walk in the 
light that God has given.” N. L. 

“They have diverted His money to wrong chan¬ 
nels to carry out worldly plans. BECAUSE OF 
THE RIGHTEOUS AMONG THEM, the Lord 
has waited and shown patience. Saith the Lord, 
‘When I visit them for all their iniquity, I will 
punish them for all their greed, and their worldli¬ 
ness, AS THE GENTILES. I will not spare unless 
THEY REPENT’.” N. L. 

WHEN THE PURGING? 

What are many saying of this idea that God 
will purge His church? “Times have changed, these 
words strengthen their unbelief. ... He is too 
merciful to visit His people with JUDGMENT. 
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Thus peace and safety is the cry. . . . These dumb 
dogs, that would not bark, are the ones who feel 
the just vengeance of an offended God.” 5T 209-211. 

“Unless they repent, the Lord will SURELY 
REPEAT HIS JUDGMENTS. . . . The Lord will 
send His judgments, and will not pardon their per¬ 
sistent determination to be like the people of the 
world.” N. L. 


“Unless there is a breaking away from the influ¬ 
ence that Satan has prepared, and a REVIVING 
OF THE TESTIMONIES 'FUAT GOD HAS 
GIVEN, souls will perish in their delusion.” N. L. 

“The time when His wrath shall go forth in 
judgments, these humble, devoted followers of Christ 
will be distinguished from the rest of the world by 
their soul-anguish, which is expressed in lamentation 
and weeping, reproofs and warnings. . . . They 
mourn before God to see religion DESPISED in 
the very homes of those who have had great light. 
They lament and afflict their souls BECAUSE 
pride, avarice, selfishness, and deception of almost 
every kind, ARE IN THE CHURCH. ... 

“The class who do not feel grieved over their 
own spiritual declension, nor mourn over the sins 
of others, will be left without the seal of God.” 

5T 211. 


6T 332 tells us that we are NOW in the shaking 
time for the church. In 41’ 51, we read, “God is 
NOW sifting His people. . . . Many will be but 
chaff, — no wheat, no value in them.” “Everything 
that can be shaken will be shaken,” and those things 
which cannot be shaken will remain.” 9T 62. 

Many HAVE been shaken out all along the way. 
Especially is this true of youth born into Seventh- 
day Adventist homes. Probation is closing for many 
every day. BUT, there is, just on a little way ahead 
of us, to be a GREAT and FINAL shaking within 
the church of God. This purging will leave a pure 
church. WHEN will this take place? 

“Like will attract like. Those who are drinking 
from the same fountain of blessing will draw nearer 
together. . . . The pure and base metal are now so 
mingled, that only the discerning eye of the infinite 
God can with certainty distinguish between them. 




But the moral magnet of holiness and truth will 
attract together the pure metal, while' ft will repel 
the base and counterfeit.” 5T 100-101. 

There will come a time, we believe SOON, 
DURING “THAT SHORT PERIOD,” when the 
wheat and the tares will be clearly distinguished. 
“When multitudes of false brethem ARE DIS¬ 
TINGUISHED from the true.” The truth, which 
binds close together the genuine, repels the base 
and counterfeit. It is still in a time of decision. 
What will the counterfeit do? What happens dur¬ 
ing this time of “terrible crisis”? Read it again 
from 5T 463: 

“In a terrible crisis . . . the work which the 
church has failed to do, . . . the warning that world¬ 
ly conformity has silenced or withheld, must be 
given under the FIERCEST OPPOSITION from 
the enemies of the truth. . . . AT THAT TIME 
the superficial, conservative class . . . will RE¬ 
NOUNCE the faith, and take their stand with 
its avowed enemies, toward whom their sympathies 
have long been tending.” 

What do we see today in preparation of this 
separation? Answer, We see the cnurch COURT¬ 
ING THE WORLD, uniting WITH the world, 
WOOING the world’s favorable comments, taking 
a part with the churches of Babylon, advertising 
poor, blind, wretched, naked Laodicea! Truth will 
not court error, but will seek only to change error 
for truth. Persecution only awaits those who have 
enough of the power of God in their lives to bring 
it into action. 

“These apostates will then manifest the most 
bitter enmity, doing ALL IN THEIR POWER 
TO OPPOSE AND MALIGN THEIR FORMER 
BRETHREN, AND TO EXCITE INDIGNA¬ 
TION AGAINST THEM, l’his day is JUST BE¬ 
FORE US.” 5T 463. There must be MANY 
apostates to be able to do this! 

That this time of “terrible crisis” and test is the 
time when the Sunday law is enforced, will be 
clearly seen in future quotations. It is AT THIS 
TIME that MANY RENOUNCE THE FAITH. 
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and join the enemies of God. A GREAT SHAK 
HMG! 

“As trials thicken around us, both separation 
and unity will be seen in our ranks. . . . Those 
who have had great light and precious privileges, 
but have not improved them. WILL, under one 
pretext or another, GO OUT from us . . . WHEN 
THE STORM OF PERSECUTION REALLY 
BREAKS UPON US." 6T 400-401. 

Here it is clearly stated when the shaking out 
of the unfaithful will take place, — when the storm 
of persecution comes. 

We find the same thought in G. C. 608: “AS 
THE STORM APPROACHES, a large class, who 
have PROFESSED FAITH IN THE THIRD 
ANGEL'S MESSAGE, but have NOT BEEN 
SANCTIFIED THROUGH OBEDIENCE to the 
truth, ABANDON their position, and JOIN THE 

RANKS OF THE OPPOSITION." 

We continue to quote: “By uniting WITH 
THE WORLD, and partaking of ITS SPIRIT, 
they haVe come to view matters IN NEARLY 
THE SAME LIGHT; AND WHEN THE TEST 
IS BROUGHT, they are PREPARED to choose 
the easy, popular side. 

“MEN OF TALENT AND PLEASING AD 
DRESS, who once REJOICED IN THE TRUTH, 
employ their powers to DECEIVE AND MIS¬ 
LEAD SOULS. They become the MOST BITTER 
ENEMIES OF THEIR FORMER BRETHREN. 

“When Sabbath-keepers are brought before the 
dourts to answer for their faith, THESE APOS 
TATES are the most efficient agents of Satan to 
misrepresent and accuse them, and by FALSE RE 
PORTS AND INSINUATIONS to stir up the 
rulers against them." 

Next note what will happen in a time of fiery 
trial. How thankful we should be that God has 
given His children these warnings, and such mar¬ 
velous light on what is a wee bit in the future. 
“SOON God's people will be tested by FIERY 
TRIALS. . . . Instead of being strengthened and 
confirmed by opposition, threats, and abuse, they 
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will cowardly TAKE THE SIDE OF THE OP- 
POSERS. 

Wc omitted WHO will COWARDLY TAKE 
THEIR SIDE WITH THE OPPOSERS. Read it 
for vourself and vou will find it is the large ma¬ 
jority of those “WHO NOW APPEAR GENUINE 
AND TRUE.” They have not made preparation! 
Waited TOO long to get ready! God’s Spirit and 
angels have left them and they have only the 
promptings of evil angels to control and direct them. 

“To STAND in DEFENSE of truth and right¬ 
eousness WHEN THE MAJORITY FORSAKE 
US, to fight the battles of the Lord WHEN 
CHAMPIONS ARE FEW, - this will be OUR 
TEST. At this time wc must gather warmth from 
the coldness of others, courage from their cow¬ 
ardice, and loyaltv from their TREASON.” 5T 136. 

“The TIME IS NOT FAR DISTANT when 
the TEST will come to every soul. THE MARK 
OF THE BEAST WILL BE URGED UPON US. 
Those who have STEP BY STEP yielded to worldly 
demands, and conformed to WORLD CUSTOMS, 

will NOT FIND IT A HARD MASTER to vielcl 

* 

to the powers that be, rather than subject them¬ 
selves to DERISION, INSULT, THREATENED 
IMPRISONMENT, AND DEATH. . . . 

“IN THIS TIME the GOLD will be SEPA 
RATED from the DROSS in the CHURCH. True 
godliness WILL BE CLEARLY DISTIGUISHED 
from the appearance and tinsel of it.” 5T 81. * 

The above quotations bring clearly out these facts: 
1. The separation will come during a time of great 
trial and test, when the mark of the beast is forced 
upon us, during that “short period” at the “com¬ 
mencement of the time of trouble.” 2. The test 
will make it clear to all who remain faithful, who 
are true and who are false; who are genuine and 
who are counterfeit; who have faith and who are 
cowards; who love God and who love the world; 
who are obedient and who have clung to sins in 
their lives; who have on the robe of Christ’s right¬ 
eousness and who are clothed in the rags of their 
own; who are the wise virgins and who are the 
foolish. 
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HOW MANY will at THAT TIME take their 
position with the enemies of God will be the sub 
jcct matter of our next chapter. WILL YOU, 
DEAR READER, BE ONE? 

Do not be deceived by FALSE REFORMS OR 
FALSE REVIVALS, especially of those which arc 
beginning now to take place in Babylon. 

“I saw that God had honest children among 
the nominal ADVENTISTS and the FALLEN 
CHURCHES, and BEFORE THE PLAGUES 
shall be poured out, ministers and people will be 
called out from these churches. SATAN KNOWS 
THIS; and BEFORE THE LOUD CRY OF THE 
THIRD ANGEL IS GIVEN, he raises an excite¬ 
ment in these religious bodies, that those who have 
rejected the truth may think that God is with 
them." E.W. 261. 

HOW MANY PURGED? 

Now that we know that God WILL HAVE A 
PURE CHURCH, obtained through HIS thor¬ 
oughly purging His professed followers, and that 
the purging will take place when the Sunday laws 
are enforced, the auestion naturally follows, How 
many apostates will there be, or how many will 
be purged? 

For this question we have an answer in both 
the Bible and the Spirit of Prophecy. We turn 
there to learn how many of those who are now 
"superficial and careless," — those who, when the 
Laodicean message is preached, will refuse to accept 
it but just "glide along" as before, — will finally 
choose to join the ranxs of the opposition and 
therefore will be eternally lost. Study carefully the 
following messages from the True Witness. 

"I was shown God’s people WAITING for some 
change to take place, — a compelling power to take 
hold of them. They will be disappointed for they 
are wrong. THEY MUST ACT. THEY MUST 
TAKE HOLD OF THE WORK THEMSELVES, 
AND EARNESTLY CRY TO GOD FOR A 
TRUE KNOWLEDGE OF THEMSELVES. . . 
The harvest of the earth is nearly ripe." IT 261. 
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“The church have nearly lost their spirituality 
and faith, and the reproofs and warnings have but 
little effect upon them. Many of those who have 
professed faith in them, HAVE NOT HEEDED 
THEM.” IT 119. 

“There is chaff among us, and this is why we 
are so weak. Some are constantly leaning to the 
world. Their views and feelings harmonize much 
better with the spirit of the world than with that 
of Christ’s self-denying followers. These persons of 
two minds will ever have objections to the PLAIN 
POINTED TESTIMONY which reproves individual 
wrongs. In this refining time, these persons will 
either be wholly converted, and sanctified by OBEY¬ 
ING the truth, or they will be left with the world, 
where they belong.” IT 288. 

These testimonies and the ones to follow were 
given at a time when God would get His people 
ready to finish His work. They did not get ready. 
They especially apply NOW, when He WILL 
finish His work. 

“I would say that we are living in a most solemn 
time. In the last vision given me, ( was shown 

the STARTLING FACT that but a SMALL POR ¬ 
TION of those who now profess the truth WILL 
BE SANCTIFIED BY IT and BE SAVED . Many 
will get above the simplicity of the work. THEY 

WILL CONFORM TO THE WORLD, cherish 
idols and become SPIRITUALLY DEAD .” IT 
608-609. 

"Not one in TWENTY of those who have a 
good standing with Seventh-day Adventists, is living 
out the SELF-DENYING principles of the Word 
of God.” IT 632. 

We WONDER HOW these messages were re¬ 
ceived by those who lived back there. Probably 
about the same way they will be received by those 
living today! 

“Like ancient Israel, the church has dishonored 
her God by departing from the light, neglecting her 
duties, ana abusing ner high and exalted privilege 
of being peculiar and holy in character. Her mem¬ 
bers have VIOLATED THEIR COVENANT to 
live for God and Him alone. They have joined 
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with the selfish and WORLD-LOVING. Pride, 
the love of PLEASURE, and sin have been cher¬ 
ished, and CHRIST HAS DEPARTED. His Spirit 
HAS BEEN QUENCHED in the CHURCH.” 
2T 441-442. 

“Standard after standard WAS LEFT TO TRAIL 
IN THE DUST, as COMPANY AFTER COM 
PANY from the LORD'S ARMY joined THE 
FOE, and TRIBE AFTER TRIBE from the ranks 
of the enemy, UNITED with the COMMAND¬ 
MENT-KEEPING people of God.” 8T 41. 

"Many a star that we have admired for its bril¬ 
liancy, WILL THEN GO OUT in darkness. 
CHAFF LIKE A CLOUD will be borne away on 
the wind, even FROM PLACES where WE SEE 
only floors of rich wheat.” 5T 81. 

"SOON God’s people will be tested by fiery 
trials, and the GREAT PROPORTION OF 
THOSE WHO NOW APPEAR TO BE GENU 
INE AND TRUE, WILL PROVE TO BE BASE 
METAL.” 5T 136. 

No wonder we are instructed that when purifi¬ 
cation shall take place in our ranks, we shall THEN 
be better able to NUMBER Israel. 

There is a most solemn question which each 
should ask himself. It is the question asked by Judas, 
"Is it I?” Will I be among those who will deny 
the Lord or will I put on the robe of Christ’s 
spotless character, cutting all connection with sin 
and the world? 


GOD'S WAYS OF PURGING 

In th is chapter we shall study a part of the means 
that God will use to purge and purify His church, 
thereby getting her ready for the latter rain and 
the loud cry. It is well to remember that the very 
straight testimonies found in Volume Five, were 
nearly all given just before the fateful conference 
of 1888. God endeavored to get his people THEN, 
by the message of RIGHTEOUSNESS by Faith, 
ready for the loud cry of the third angel! He will 
again use the same method and the same message. 
We shall find that it is the MESSAGE which 



brings decisions which cause the purging. A rejec¬ 
tion of the message of the True Witness, — a re¬ 
jection of the Spirit of Prophecy, kept the church 
at that time from receiving the latter rain which 
would have brought the loud cry. 

It is very evident from past studies, that in 
order to save a remnant and to finish His work, 
God is compelled to thoroughly purge His professed 
remnant church named Seventh-day Adventists, — 
those called, as was John the Baptist, to herald the 
Second Advent truth to the world. There WILL 
BE a revival and a reformation, but it will not 
avail for the majority in the church, unless there 
is sincere repentance and confession of the many 
sins mentioned in the first five booklets of this 
series. There are others not there mentioned. Re¬ 
vival and reformation is an individual work. You, 
yourself, must take yourself in hand and GET 
READY. To “glide along” as before, means only 
doom! 

God cannot, will not, finish His work with back¬ 
sliders from the truth. 

He cannot use those who have rejected our 
health reform light. 

He cannot use men and women who are con¬ 
formed to the world. 

He cannot use any who remain in a Laodicean 
condition. 

He canont use a people who are continually 
waning in piety while increasing in membership. 

He cannot use those who wish to be popular 
with the world, or popular with the churches of 
Babylon. 

He will not use an organization which winks at, 
and rather cherishes a union with Babylon, a church 
which is filled with the formalism of Babylon, and 
is ashamed of being a peculiar people. 

He will not use those who arc not willing to 
follow their great types, — Enoch, Elijah, and John 
the Baptist. He will use ONLY those who reflect 
the image of Jesus fully, — His love, His compas 
sion, His humility. 

Our great need of a purging, and some of the 
results of it, are seen in the following quotations. 
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Read them and WEEP. Pray for God to reveal 
His mighty power in conviction, contrition and 
conversion. 


“Those who have rendered supreme homage to 
science, falsely so-called,' will not he the leaders 
1 IIEN. 1’hose who have trusted to intellect, genius, 
or talent, will not THEN stand at the head of 


rank and file. They did not keep pace with the 
light. Those who have proved themselves unfaith¬ 
ful, will not THEN be intrusted with the flock.” 


ST 72-83. Reader, do you believe God? 


It is implied from this statement, that some now 
among our leaders DO render supreme homage to 
a faise science. They will not lead then! Some are 
not keeping pace with God's light and. therefore 
are called by God unfaithful. T ney, too, will be 
purged, and will not lead either rank or file then! 

' In the LAST solemn work FEW great men 
will be engaged. . . . The Lord has faithful servants, 
who, in tne shaking, testing time will be disclosed 
to view. . . . The call to this great and solemn 
work WAS presented to men of LEARNING AND 
POSITION; had they been little in their own eyes, 
and trusted fully in the Lord, He would have hon¬ 
ored them with carrying HIS standard in triumph 
to the victory. But THEY SEPARA TED from God, 
vie.ded to the INFLUENCE OF THE WORLD, 
and the Lord REJECTED THEM.” same. 

Look carefully at this statement, also. Some great 
men, learned men, men of position, had a chance 
to finish the work. But because thev join with 
the world, God rejects them and takes humble, 
faithful servants, who are not seen now, but during 
the terrible purging time, will be brought to light. 
They will be the leaders of rank and file THEN. 
God will show that He is not dependent upon 
“learned, self-important mortals.” He once took 
ignorant fishermen. He can do so again. 

God had Elisha ready, — a poor farmer, — when 
Elijah had to lay down his work. He will have 
the leaders for rank and file ready to lead His 
people, during the loud cry. Isn't it strange! Probably 
not a leader in Laodicea would admit today that 
they belong to the classes mentioned in. the two 




preceding quotations! Perhaps this last statement is 
too strong. We hope so. Somehow, in our heart of 
hearts we feal that Cod has some, still in position of 
leadership, who will come out on the right side 
during tnc purging. Notice she says “few” great 
men. Does not this infer that some will be in the 
loud cry movement. How we wish ALL would 
confess their backslidings, come into obedience to 
God’s revealed will, and go on with the church 
triumphant. All who act cowardly NOW, will prove 
to BE cowards THEN! Let us pray, “God, take the 
beam out of OUR eyes/’ 

“God will work a work IN OUR DAY that 
FEW anticipate. He will raise up and EXALT 
among US those who are taught rather by the 
unction of His Spirit, than by the outward training 
of scientific institutions. . . . God will manifest 
that He is not dependent upon learned, self- 
important mortals.” Should not those who are 
striving, with intense yearning, for high degrees in 
the world, TREMBLE at these prophetic words? 
“ALL schools among us will SOON be closed up.” 
5T 156. 

We are now ready to study some of the means 
which God will use to purge and purify His visible 
church. From former statements it is very clear 
that most of those the world honors, and the 
church honors, will be purged out in the final days 
of “HIS PREPARATION.” How utterly sad! 

1. God will use APOSTASY to purge His move¬ 
ment. Statements already printed prove to any who 
believe the Testimonies that, unless there is sincere 
repentance and a full turning to God and away 
from the world, the great majority of Seventh-day 
Adventists will not stand the test, but they will deny 
principle, give up the truth, and join the Lord’s 
enemies, — whom they have “step by step” followed, 
closer and closer, until they came to “look at mat¬ 
ters in nearly the same light.” They join the world 
completely THEN because their hearts are already 
with the world NOW. They are more interested in 
their stomachs, their houses, their farms, their 
pictures, their travels, their money, their pleasures, 
their dress, their forms, — than God! 
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Suffer a word to some of our leaders who, like 
Joseph, are disciples of Jesus “but secretly, for fear of 
the Jews.” Some see our spiritual nakedness, a few 
know that reforms are called for, BUT THEY DO 
NOT ACT. They are afraid, afraid of a number of 
things. God pity them if they do not ACT soon. 
Some even instruct us that we are going about it in 
the wrong way. We will admit that, when we begin 
to see them, by their methods obtaining the results 
God is calling for. “The first men out of the trenches 
get the bullets.” We admit our great unworthiness, 
and our great worthlessness. Anything that IS ac¬ 
complished by these calls to repentance, is due alone 
to God’s grace and power. IIIS WQRD WILL NO T 

RETURN UNTO HIM VOID. 

There is a time to PRAY. Joshua prayed when 
he was in deep trouble, because of SIN in the camp. 
But there is also a time to ACT. God said to Joshua, 
in substance, “Stop praying to Me, get busy and put 
sin out of the camp.' When he did that, God 
returned to help Israel. WE need to pray today 
AND we need to act. Too many, even of those 
who partly have their eyes open, are AFRAID to 
ACT. The people will follow those who act, — rather, 
those who love God, will follow. 

“ The longing to conform to worldly practices and 
customs exists among the professed peoplcTof God . 
AS THEY DEPART FR OM THE LORD. THEY 
BECOME AMBITIO US FOR THE GAINS AND 
HONORS OF THE WORLD. Many URGE that 

by uniting with w orldlings and conforming to their 
customs , they might exert a stronger influence over 
the u ngodly. But A LL WHO PURSUE THIS 
COURSE, thereby sep arate from the SOURCE 
of their strength. Beco ming friends of the world , 
they are the enemies of Go d.” P. P. 607 . 

Just what kind of organization there will be in the 
church triumphant, after the purging in the church 
militant, we do not now fully know. But statements 
quoted in this chapter reveal that there will be 
some decided changes. The church organization 
after Pentecost was a very simple one. It was apparent 
to all that Christ was with them, and that the Holy 
Spirit was their leader. The early believers were a 
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united. Spirit-filled, self-denying company, dedicated 
to ONE task. The loud cry' will be given in a similar 
manner. 

“ Some have advanced the thought that as vve 
near the close of time, every child of God will act 
independently of any religious organization. But 

HAVE BEEN INSTRUCTED BY THE LORD 

that in this work there is no such thing as every 
man’s being independent.” T. M. 489. 


This organized minority, those who are left after 
the great purging, will give the final warning out 
of Babylon that “worldly conformity” has “silenced 
or withheld,” under the severest persecution from 
the churches of Babvlon, working under orders from 

the state, and from APOSTATE ADVENTISTS. 
G. C. 608. 

" “Unless the minister shall declare THE WHOLE 
TRUTH ... he shall be accounted an unfaithful 
watchman.” 5T 263. 

“In this fearful time. TUST BEFORE CHRIS'! 
IS TO COME THE SECOND TIME. God’s faith 
ful preachers will have to bear a STILL MORE 
POINTED TESTIMONY, than was borne bv John 
the Baptist.” IT 321, 

“In the past, when matters have been shown to 
be wrong, there has been a realization of the wrong, 
repentance, confession, and thorough reformation. 
BUT OF LATE, there have not been FAITHFUL 
STEWARDS to repress the evils that needed to be 
repressed. Can we then, be surprised, that there is 

GREAT SPIRITUAL BLINDNESS?” 8T 330. 

When Jesus was upon earth He sifted His follow¬ 
ers again and again. Read the chapter in Desire of 
Ages, — The Crisis in Galilee. Note this statement 
on page 392, “ ‘Whose fan is in His hand, and He 
will thoroughly purge His floor. . . .’ This was one 
of the times of purging. BY THE WORDS OF 
TRUTH, the chaff was being separated from the 
wheat.” 


Thus it will be in our day. The real cause of the 
shaking, as given in Earlv Writings, page 270, is 

TRUTH. 


“I was shown that it would be caused BY THE 
STRAIGHT TESTIMONY called forth bv the 
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counsel of the TRUK WITNESS TO THE LAO 
HICEANS. . . . They will rise up against it, and 
TIIIS is what will cause a shaking AMONG GOD’S 
PEOPLE. 


“Like will attract like. Those who are drinking 
from the same fountain of blessing, will draw nearer 
together. . . . The moral magnet of HOLINESS 
AND TRUTH will attract together the pure metal, 
while it will repel the base ana counterfeit. The day 
of the Lord is near and hasteth greatly, but where 
do we behold the TRUE ADVENT spirit? Who 
is preparing to stand in that TIME OF TROUBLE 
which is JUST BEFORE US? 


“The people to whom God has entrusted the 
sacred, solemn, testing truths for this time, are 
sleeping at their post. They say by their actions, we 
have the truth, we are rich and increased with goods, 
and have need of nothing." 5T 100-101. 

“The straight testimony MUST be revived, and 
it will SEPARATE those from Israel WHO HAVE 
EVER BEEN AT WAR with the means that GOD 
HAS ORDAINED to keep corruptions out of the 
church." 3T 324. 

“While we are burdened and distressed, but wait¬ 
ing in patient submission, our invisible HELPER, 
will be doing the work we cannot see, and will bring 
to pass in His providence events which will either 
work repentance, OR WILL SEPARATE THESE 
HALF-HEARTED, world-loving members from the 
believers." MS. 167, 1893. 5T 719-720. 

" “The great issue SO NEAR AT HAND, will 
WEED OUT those whom GOD HAS NOT AP¬ 
POINTED, and He will have a pure, sanctified 
ministry, PREPARED FOR THE LATTER 
RAIN." B-55, 1886. 

“The church may appear as about to fall, but it 

DOES NOT FALL. IT REMAINS, while the sin¬ 
ners in Zion WILL BE SIFTED OUT. The chaff 
is separated from the wheat. This is a TERRIBLE 
ORDEAL. . . . The remnant that PURIFY THEIR 
SOULS BY OBEYING THE TRUTH, gather 

strength from the trying process." same. 

“The evil servant who said in his heart, ‘My Lord 
delayeth His coming,' professed to be waiting for 




Christ. lit* was a ‘servant’ outwardly devoted to the 
service of God, while at heart I IK HAD YIKLDED 
TO SATAN. He does not, like the scoffer, openly 
deny the truth, but reveals IN HIS LIFE the senti¬ 
ment OF HIS HEART, — that the Lord’s coming 
is delayed. Persumption renders him careless of 
eternal interests. He accepts the WORLD’S MAX¬ 
IMS, and conforms to its customs and practices.” 
5T 102. 

Today, the “straight testimony” is being preached 
widely. It is just as widely being REJECTED BY 
THE MAJORITY. What will be God’s next move? 

“If the professed people of God find their hearts 
opposed to this STRAIGHT WORK, it should 
CONVINCE THEM that thev have a work to do 
to overcome, if they WOULD NOT BE SPEWED 
OUT OF THE MOUTH OF THE LORD. Indi¬ 
viduals are tested and proved a length of time to 
see if they will sacrifice their idols, and HEED THE 
COUNSEL OF THE TRUE WITNESS. 

“If any WILL NOT be PURIFIED through 
OBEYING the truth, and OVERCOME their 
SELFISHNESS, their PRIDE, and EVIL PAS¬ 
SIONS, the ANGELS OF GOD HAVE THE 
CHARGE, 'They are joined to their idols, LET 
THEM ALONE/ and they pass on to their work, 
leaving these with their sinful traits unsubdued, TO 
THE CONTROL OF EVIL ANGELS. IT 187. 

When the holy angels and the Spirit of God leave 
FOREVER the “great proportion of those who now 
appear true and genuine,” and evil angels take full 
possession of them, they will then act like their 
master, and will do the bidding of the evil angels 

which control their actions. Thev will be taken in 

0 

Satan’s delusions, renounce the faith, oppose the 
truth, and persecute their former brethren. How 
must God feel over a situation like this? How must 
lesus. who died for them, feel? AS HE FELT 
WHEN HE WEPT OVER JERUSALEM OF 
OLD! 

How sad their end! One day Satan wi'l treat them 
as he did King Saul in the cave of Endor. Those 
who profess to be friends will turn to be bitter 
enemies. “Satan, by his bewitching power, had led 
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Saul to justify himself, IN DEFIANCE OF SAM 
UM1./S REPROOFS AND WARNINGS. But 
NOW, in his extremity, he (Satan) turned upon 

him." P. P. 680. 


My brethren: Shall vve not, before it is forever 
TOO LATE, put on the robe of HIS righteousness? 
Shall we not be “wise virgins?" 

2. Rejecting the Testimony of the T rue Witness, 
the great majority, under the leadership of men of 
“TALENT and pleasing address,” will accept 
FALSE THEORIES, and a counterfeit righteous¬ 
ness. “The shaking comes by the introduction of 
false theories.” T. M. 112. 

“When the shaking comes, BY THE INTRO 
DUCTION OF FALSE THEORIES, these surface 
readers, anchored nowhere, are like shifting sand. 
They slide into any position to suit the tenor of 
their feelings of bitterness.” T. M. 112. 

‘“False theories” are contrasted with the “‘Straight 
testimony.” One leads to God, the other to the 
devil. It would be an interesting study, did space 
permit, to discuss some of the false theories which 
Satan passes off onto the church as genuine. Many 
will receive these counterfeits. Closely alied to this 
one is the following means that God will use to 
sift His professed followers, and purge His church. 

3. “God will arouse His people. If other means 
fail HERESIES will come in among them, separating 


the chaff from the wheat.” 5T 707. We believe 
that never in the history of this movement, have 
there been so many heresies being presented as today. 
It is confusing to those who do not know the blue¬ 
print. “To the LAW and to the Testimony.” 

“Satan will turn the people from the law of God 
Notwithstanding this, SO WELL WILL I IF 
COUNTERFEIT RIGHTEOUSNESS, that if it 

were possible, he would deceive the very elect.” 
F. C. E. 471-472. Most of the members of the visible 
church WILL BE deceived. Accepting the straight 
testimony of the True Witness will alone save us 
from the deceptions of Satan. God has forewarned 
us. If we do not read, or if we reject the warning, 
what excuse can we offer? 


4. GOD'S JUDGMENTS ON THE VISIBLE 



CHURCH WILL PURGE MANY. Wc believe 
the following statements from the pen of inspiration 
will be literally fulfilled. What better way to 
AWAKEN the sleeping virgins who before the 
“CRY” is heard, ‘‘All slumbered and slept?” It is 
time to awake and trim your lamp. Have you oil? 

Before the ‘‘Midnight cry,” they were all asleep. 
Before the ‘‘Loud cry,” ALL are asleep, ‘‘One elass 
in unconcern and abandonment of their faith, the 
other class patiently waiting till clearer light shall 
be given.” G. C. 394. The wise virgins had oil, — 
the Spirit of God; the foolish virgins had grieved 
away the Spirit. Their oil was GONE! These foolish 
virgins go to find some kind of oil — they have 
light to find their way to the place of the wedding, — 
but what they find is a counterfeit spirit of righteous¬ 
ness. When they knock, the Master says, ‘‘I do not 
know you.” What they possess is NOT His righteous¬ 
ness. They have not His Spirit. 

They will scoff at the judgments of God. ‘‘He is 
too merciful to visit HIS PEOPLE in judgment,” 
thev sav; and act like many did when God burned 
us out of Battle Creek. But - HIS JUDGEMENTS 
WILL AWAKEN THE WISE VIRGINS! 

Of those who now preach a ‘‘peace and safety” 
message, it is written: “These DUMB dogs, that 
would not bark, ARE THE ONES who FEEL. 
THE JUST VENGEANCE OF AN OFFENDED 
GOD.” 5T 211. 

“When the overflowing scourge shall pass through 
the earth, when the fan IS PURGING Jehovah’s 
floor.” 5T 82. Question: What is this “overflowing 
scourge?” 

“There IS A LIMIT beyond which the JUDG¬ 
MENT’S of Jehovah can NO LONGER be delayed. 
P. K. 417. Read the startling statement which follows 
the one just quoted. “The desolation of Jerusalem in 
the days of Jeremiah, IS A SOLEMN WARNING 
TO MODERN ISRAEL, that the counsels and ad¬ 
monitions given them through CHOSEN instru¬ 
mentalities CANNOT BE DISREGARDED WITT I 
IMPUNITY.” 

“When trees without fruit are CUT DOWN * 
when multitudes of false brethren are distinguished 
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from the true/' 5T 81. The context indicates clcarlv 

* 

that this transpires during the time of purging. Some 
will be cut down with the FAN. 

“Unless they repent the Lord will surely repeat 
His JUDGMENTS. The Lord will send His judg¬ 
ments, and will not pardon their determination Jto be 
like the people of tne world." Series B-2. S? v /3 

“The Lord will work TO PURGE HIS 
CHURCH. . . . Just how soon this refining 
process will begin, I cannot say, BUT IT WILL 
NOT BE LONG DEFERRED. He, whose fan is 
in His hand, will cleanse His temple of its MORAL 
DEFILEMENT. He will THOROUGHLY PURGE 
His floor." T. M. 373. 

“As many as I love," I first rebiike and warn; 
then, if they will not awaken and turn from the 

world, I WILL CHASTEN. Let Laodicea take 
notice! 

“The rapidly swelling figures show that THE 
TIME of God's visistation has about come. Although 
LOTH TO PUNISH, nevertheless He will punish, 
and that speedily." 5T 209. 

“The CHURCH, the Lord's sanctuary, was the 
FIRST to feel the stroke of the wrath of God. The 
ancient men, THOSE TO WHOM GOD HAD 
GIVEN GREAT LIGHT, and who stood as the 
guardians of the spiritual interests of the people, had 
betraved their trust." 5T 211. 

“It is with reluctance that the Lord withdraws 
His presence from those WHO HAVE BEEN 
BLESSED WITH GREAT LIGHT, and who 
have FELT THE POWER OF THE WORD, in 
ministering to others. They were ONCE His 
FAITHFUL SERVANTS . . . but thev departed 
from Him, and led others into error." (With false 
theories) 5T 212. 

“When God shall work His STRANGE work on 
the earth, WHEN HOLY HANDS BEAR THF 
ARK NO LONGER, woe will be upon the people. 

. . . Oh, that OUR PEOPLE may, as did Nineveh, 
repent with all their might, and believe with all 
flieir heart, that God may turn away His FIERCE 
ANGER from THEM." 5T 77-78. 

“There are limits even to the forbearance of God. 
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. . God MUSI' interfere and vindicate His honor. 

. . . Those who have been regarded AS WORTHY 
AND RIGHTEOUS, prove to be the RING¬ 
LEADERS in APOSTASY. . . . Their wicked 
course He will TOLERATE NO LONGER, and 
in His wrath, He deals with them WITHOUT 
MERCY/' 5T 208-212. 

“God s wrath is kindled. . . . The Lord permits 
those who maintain FALSE PLANS to be DE¬ 
STROYED. At the verv time when praise and 
adulation are heard, SUDDEN DESTRUCTION 
COMES." — Relief of our schools, 16. 

“Jesus is about to . . . pour out His wrath in 
JUDGMENTS upon those who have not responded 
to the light God has given them.” 5T 208. 

“Those who choose to remain disloyal MUSI’ 
be visited in mercy with JUDGMENTS, in order 
that they may be AROUSED to the realization 
of the sinfulness of their course." 9T 93. 

“There have not been close, decided, firm efforts 
put forth TO BRING ABOUT ESSENTIAL RE¬ 
FORMS. . . . The bolts of God's wrath are SOON 
to fall." T.M. 181-182. 

"I saw that the JUDGMENTS of the Almighty 
were speedily coming, and I begged of the angel to 
speak in his language to the people. Said he, ‘All 
the thunders and lightnings of Mount Sinai 
WOULD NOT MOVE THOSE who would not 
be moved BY THE PLAIN TRUTHS OF THE 
WORD OF GOD.' " E. W. 51. 

“When Elijah was sent with a message from God 
to the people, they DID NOT HEED THE 
WARNING. They thought him unnecessarily severe. 
They thought that he MUSI’ HAVE LOST HIS 
SENSES, because he denounced THEM, the 
FAVORED PEOPLE of God, as sinners, and their 
crimes so aggravated that the JUDGMENTS OF 
GOD would awaken against them." 3T 261. 

“The Lord God of heaven will not send . . . 11 is 
JUDGMENTS for disobedience and transgression, 
UNTIL HE HAS SENT HIS WATCHMEN TO 
GIVE THE WARNING." 6T 19. 

“The true spirit of the dragon host, which is 
already being somewhat developed, is vividly de- 
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scribed m Isa. 30:8-13, as BEING MANIFEST 
JUST PRIOR to the SUDDEN DESTRUCTION 

of those who hate the pure testimony, and love 
smooth and deceitful things.” S. G. 3- 26, 27. 

No one can be frightened into obeying God. 
Think what happened to the vast majority in 1844. 
God’s love is manifested even in His judgments. To. 
save a remtiant, He MUST LET THEM FALL. 
W hat shall be the nature of these judgments we 
shall wait and learn. God is now speaking loudly 
to both the world and His people, — to those who 
have eyes to see. These judgments will grow con-' 
tinually more terrible, in an effort to awaken some. 
Some WILL LEARN RIGHTEOUSNESS “When 

Thy judgments are in the land.” 

The Bible tvpe teaches clearly that many will be 
purged by judgments. Study this type prayerfully. 
How did God purge Israel during tneir wilderness 
wanderings? “All these things happened unto them 
for types (margin). 1 Cor. 10:11. 

“T he history of the wilderness life of Israel was 
chronicled for the benefit of the Israel of God to 
THE CLOSE OF TIME. . . . God would have 
His people in THESE DAYS review with a humble 
heart and teachable spirit the trials through which 
ancient Israel passed, that they MAY BE IN¬ 
STRUCTED IN PREPARATION FOR THE 
HEAVENLY CANAAN.” P. P. 293. 

“And the Lord plagued the people, because they 
made the calf, which Aaron made.” Ex. 32:35. 

“While the FLESH was yet between their teeth, 
ere it was chewed, the wrath of the Lord was 
kindled against the people, and THE LORD 

SMOTE THE PEOPLE WITH A VERY GREAT 
PLAGUE.” Num. 11:33. 

“The fire of Jehovah burned among them, and 
consumed them. THE MOST GUILTY of the 
complainers were slain by lightenings from the 

clouds.” P. P. 379. 

“Large numbers were cut down with burning 
fevers, r. P. 382. Question: If all meat-eaters among 
Seventh-day Adventists were purged out of th£ 
movement, how many would be left? 

“The earth opened her mouth and swallowed 
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them up. . . . All the men that appertained unto 
Korah. . . . They that died of the plague were 
fourteen thousand and seven hundred.’’ Num. 16:31; 
35, 49. All were rebels against God’s prophet! 

“The Israelites, who could not be overcome by 
the arms or by the enchantments of Midian, fell a 
prey to her harlots.” P. P. 457. Those who died of 
the plague were twenty and four thousand.” Num. 
25:9. These perished right on the lxmlers of the 
promised land. Most or them were older men, — 
the last of those who had spent their forty years in 
the wilderness. Only Joshua and Caleb were spared. 
Their health was GOOD. 

Question: How much spiritual adultary, — yoking 
up with the world — is there within our ranks today? 

1 he sins of impurity will cause many to be purged. 

“The church is corrupt BECAUSE of her mem¬ 
bers who defile their BODIES, and pollute their 
souls.” 5T 79. 

“What can I say to AROUSE OUR PEOPLE? 

I tell you that not a few ministers are defiled. Their 
hearts are corrupt, their hands unclean.” 5T 78. 

“Let God-fearing men and women AWAKE to 
their duty. . . . Rottenness is in the bones and 
marrow of MANY who are regarded as good men, 
WHO PRAY AND WEEP, but whose POL 
LUTED CAROUSES will NEVER pass the portals 
of the heavenly city.” 2T 477. 

Study this subject with an open mind. “The 
church MUST be purged, and it will be.” Those 
who are unwilling to live up to the light which 
God, in His great mercy, has given this people on 
the subject of health, and how to treat disease, 

NEED NOT BE SURPRISED, if God’s JUDG¬ 
MENTS, in one form or another, takes them out 
of the movement, and their names out of the Book 
of Life. 

LOUD CRY AND LATTER RAIN 

“Whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall 
give him shall never thirst.” John 4:14. 

The “loud cry” of the third angel is made pos¬ 
sible ONLY by the pouring out of the promised 
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“latter rain." The latter rain will fall, according to 
our cover text, during that “short period" at the 
‘commencement of tne time of trouble." 

At the 1909 General Conference Sister White 
spoke: “We are to feel the power of the Spirit of 
God in this movement. This is a wonderful, definite 
message; it means everything to the believer, and 
it is to be proclaimed with a LOUD CRY.” 9T 154. 

~~~ The subject of the latter rain and the loud cry, 
which are terms which cover the same time and 
the same event, is one that is, and MUST BE, 
of most vital importance to every Seventh-day Ad¬ 
ventist. Our eternal future hangs upon our having 
a part in the loud cry, — hangs upon being one 
of that company who, “At the commencement of 
the time of trouble," will receive the latter rain. 

Unless we have a part in the latter rain, which 
makes the loud cry possible, we shall have no part 
in the great family reunion in the golden city. If 
we do not receive the latter rain when it is given, 
we shall find ourselves among that big company 
who shall come up to the holy city one thousand 
years late. Study with personal interest this topic 
of the Holy Spirit and His work. 

Read Eph. 5:18, “Be not drunk with wine . . . 
but be filled with the Spirit." Here is a command 
and a promise. We are not to be drunk with wine 
or any other form of intemperance, but are to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. Those who do not live 
the light we have teen given upon health reform, 
CANNOT be filled with the Holy Ghost, therefore 
they will have no part in the latter rain or the 
loud cry. 

Our bodies are to be the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. 1 Cor. 6:19, 20. His Spirit will not dwell 
in a defiled body. 1 Cor. 3:1/. There are many 
other ways of becoming stupid and drunken besides 
by drinking wine. Only the “evil servant" cats and 
drinks with the drunken. Matt. 24:49. 

“ The work of health reform is the Lord’s means 
. . of purifying His church." 8T 112. “If man 
will cherish the light God in mercy gives him upon 
health reform, he may be sanctified through the 
truth and be fitted for immortality." 3T 162. “Over- 
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come appetite . . . without this victory, all hope 
of heaven is vain." C. T. B. II. 206. "The great 
object to be attained through this channel, is not 
only health, but perfection and the spirit of holi¬ 
ness." IT 554. "The controlling power of appetite 
will prove the ruin of thousands, when, if they had 
conquered on this point, they would have had moral 
power to gain the victory over every other tempta¬ 
tion of Satan." C. H. 574. 

"Some think that they cannot reform, that health 
would be sacrificed should they attempt to leave 
the use of tea, tobacco and flesh meats. This is 
a suggestion of Satan." IT 548. Turn and read 

2T 64, and 2T 352. 

It would take days to read all the Bible and the 
Testimonies have to say about the Holy Spirit. Get 
our your concordance and index and study for yours- 
self. When one considers that the death of Christ 
on Calvary — all His suffering for us — would have 
been of no avail, had not the Holy Spirit been 
given to assist blood-bought sinners to attain to per¬ 
fection of character, one can begin to feel, in a 
measure, the importance of this subject. 

Many professed Christians are like the first 
disciples at Ephesus who, when asked by the Apostle 
Paul if they had received the Holy Ghost since they 
believed in Christ, replied: “We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any Holy Ghost." 
Acts 19:2. 

Doubtless, they had felt the work of the Holy 
Spirit upon their hearts when they took their stand 
for Christ, but they were ignorant of His power 
and purpose. Paul at once adjusted this situation. 

"The class represented by the foolish virgins are 
not hypocrites. They have a regard for the truth, 
they are attracted to those who believe the truth; 
but they had not yielded themselves to the Holy 
Spirit’s vyorking." C. O. L. 406-413. 

The Holy Spirit has always been much interested 
in this world and its people. We read in the second 
verse in the Bible tnat He was here at creation. 
It was He who gave us our Bible. 2 Peter 1:21. 
Christ, our Saviour, was born a man-child, of the 
Virgin Mary, by the help of the Holy Spirit. Luke 
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1:35. This, and the mystery of the cross, are mvs 
teries which make plain all other mysteries. 

We have space but. for a short outline of the 
work of the Holy Spirit. He reproves of sin. John 
16:8. He is the agent in the new birth. John 3:5, 8. 
He is the great comforter. John 14:16 and 15:26. 

“The Holy Spirit is Christ’s representative, but 
divested of the personality of humanity, and inde¬ 
pendent thereof. Cumbered with humanity, Christ 
could not be in every place personally. Therefore it 
was for their interest that He should go to the 
Father, and send the Spirit to be His successor on 
earth.” D. A. 669. 

He is the divine teacher of truth. John 16:13. 
“The Spirit- of truth is the only effectual teacher 
of divine truth. How must God esteem the human 
race, since He gave His Son to die for them, and 
appointed His Spirit to be man's teacher and con¬ 
tinual guide.” S. C. 105. 

He seals for eternity. Eph. 1:13, 4:30. He gives 
present victory over sin so that the redeemed sinner 
may be sealed. “There is no excuse for sinning.” 
D. A. 311. “He has made provision that the Holy 
Spirit shall be imparted to every repentant soul, to 

KEEP HIM FROM SINNING*” D A. 311. 

“The omnipotent power of the Holy Spirit is the 
defense of every contrite soul. Not one, that in 
penitence and faith has claimed His protection, will 
Christ permit to pass under the enemy’s power. 
The Saviour is by tne side of His tempted and tried 
ones. With Him there is no such thing as failure, 
loss, impossibility, or defeat.” D. A. 490. 

“The Spirit was to be given as the regenerating 
agent, and without this the sacrifice of Christ 
would have been of no avail. . . . It is the Spirit 
w'hich makes effectual what has been wrought out 
bv the world's redeemer. It is bv the Sm’rit that 
the heart is made pure. Through the Spirit the 
be’iever becomes a partaker of the divine nature. 
Christ has given His Spirit as a divine power to over¬ 
come ALL hereditary and- cultivated tendencies to 
evil, and to impress His own character upon His 
church.”

r rhe Holy Spirit is a person. He is the third 
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person of the God-head. We baptize in the name 
of the three. Why? Because all three have a part 
in man’s salvation. God, the Father, gave the ransom. 
God, the Son, made the supreme sacrifice. God, 
the Holy Spirit, makes actual what Christ’s death 
makes possible. 

“Mary . . . could not explain why she had chosen 
that occasion for annointing Jesus. THE HOLY 
SPIRIT HAD PLANNED FOR HER; and she had 

obeyed His promptings. Inspiration stoops to give 
no reason. An unseen presence, it speaks to mind 
and soul, and moves the heart to action. It is its 
own justification.” D. A. 560. 

“We are not willing enough to trouble the Lord 
with our petitions, and to ask Him for THE 
GIFT OF THE HOLY SPIRIT. The Lord wants 
us to TROUBLE HIM IN THIS MATTER.”

“God works through those who hear and obey 
His voice, those who will, if need be, speak un¬ 
palatable truths, those who do not fear to reprove 
sin.

In the chapter “The Shaking,” in Early Writings, 
we read that AFTER the church has been purified 
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by a MIGHTY shaking; of those left, it states, 
“They had obtained the VICTORY,’’ “Theguar 
dian angels around them had been doubled,’’ “They 
were clothed with an armor,” “‘Evil angels . . . 
could have NO POWER OVER THEM.” They 
were clad in the armor of Christ’s righteousness. 

“I heard those clothed with the armor speak forth 
the truth with great POWER ... I asked what 
had made this GREAT CHANGE. An angel 
answered, “It is the latter rain. . . . the loud cry 
of the third angel.’” E. W. 271. 

“When the storms of persecution really break 
upon us . . . Then will the message of the third 

angel swell to a LOUD CRY.” 6T 401. 

“At THAT TIME the LATTER RAIN . . . 
will come, to give power to the loud voice of the 
third angel.” E. W. 86.^— 

“Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that 

YOUR SINS MAY BE BLOTTED OUT, WHEN 

the times of refreshing shall come from the pres¬ 
ence of the Lord, and He shall send Jesus.” Acts 
3:19-20. 

Peter does not say that our sins will be b-otted out 
IN the times of refreshing, or DURING that time. 
He states plainly that our sins will be blotted out 
WHEN the times of refreshing shall come. More 
on this point later. 

Whenever this study is given someone will always 
ask about a statement made by Sister White about 
the loud cry having begun in 1888. The manv state¬ 
ments quoted above show plainly that IT DID 
NOT BEGIN THEN. This can be understood onlv 
when we remember that God was ready AT THAI’ 
TIME to pour out of His Spirit in latter rain power 
and finish His work. The angel of Rev. 18:1 came 
down then, but his message of Righteousness by 
Faith was rejected and ridiculed. The seed of the 
loud cry was IN THAT MESSAGE. Had the church 
accepted it THEN, the loud cry would have come. 
This same angel IS coming again, but not the third 
t>me. He will not come until God has a pure church 
which WILL NOT reject His message. 

In this chapter we believe we have proved: (D 
There will be a loud cry, following the latter rain 
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of the Holy Spirit. (2) No one will have a part in 
it onlv those who are victorious over ALL sin, — 
those who have on the white robes of Christ’s right 
eousness. (3) That the latter rain conies during the 
‘short period’’ at "the commencement of the time 
of trouble." (4) That the loud cry message will be 
a short message, as was the midnight cry message 
of 1844. (5) That many will come out of Babylon 
during this short period when the message is given 
with greater than Pentecostal power, and will stand 
with the true remnant through the time of the falling 
of the nlagues. 

In tne next chapter we shall endeavor to show 
that the falling of the latter rain upon a prepared 
people is God’s seal to the characters they have 
developed, and that probation closes for the visible 
church of Seventh-dav Adventists, at THE TIME 
OF THE FALLING OF THE LAI TER RAIN.

Another picture of the “short period,” and the loud 
cry. Probation was closed for those who would not 
enter.

Then the faithful sealeo onea 
call quickly out the honest in Babylon. 

Probation closed for many in 1844. For those at 
that time who rejected the message of the second 
advent, — for them it was the same as if He had 
come. But under the loud cry we read: “Many 
had come to years of accountability since these 
messages were given, and the light shown upon 
them, and they were privileged to choose life or 
death. Some choose life.” E. W. 278. 

Probation closes for those within the church 
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when they for tlmjasi—timtL rise up against the 
straight testimonv. CE. W. 27^ 2 The falling of the 
latter rain marks the close ot probation for ail who 
at that time are members of the Seventh-day Ad¬ 
ventist church. The overcomers are then sealed for 
eternity and give the loud cry. The other class, 
greatly in the majority, will not receive the latter 
rain, have been left by the Spirit and holy angels. 
They will join the Lord’s enemies, and are doomed 
to eternal destruction. Their names have been 
blotted out of the Book of Life and written in the 
Book of Death. This class, because they are under 
the delusions and control of Satan, will not recog¬ 
nize the Holy Spirit when it falls upon the prepared 
remnant in latter rain power. They become the 
worst enemies of the true remnant and lead out in 
persecuting “THEIR FORMER BRETHREN.” 

They follow their chosen leader and do as lie 

dictates. G. C. 608. 


Many will wake up too late, admit that they 
are on the wrong side, and will come and bow at 
the feet of the saints. They will finally bow with 
their leader and admit that their punishment is just. 

Those who receive the latter rain are those who 
have “heeded the counsel of the True Witness;” 

those who have “stood everv test;’’ those who are

“overcomers;” those who “have the victory;’’ those 
who “are clothed with the armor;’’ those who are 
“wise virgins;” those over whom “evil angels have 
no power;” those who have “accepted the straight 
testimony,” and joined with those' who are “pouring 
forth the straight truth.” These are NOT shaken, 
sifted, or purged OUT by God from the professed 
remnant church. 


Their sins will be blotted out “When the times 
of refreshing shall come.” “They have put aw’av 
their sins and have sought the Lord in humility 
and contrition.” They prepared for the later rain 
even as the first disciples prepared for the early 
rain. Hie polishing of the time of Jacob’s trouble 
will give them the final fitting up for a home in 
the golden city. It is the latter rain which prepares 
them to pass through the great time of trouble, 
when probation for all is over. 
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During their LAST year on this earth, this vic¬ 
torious company WILL NOT SIN ONCE. They 

have STOPPED SINNING. Were thev then to

disobey in any particular, there would be no Advo 
cate to plead their case in the sanctuary above.

Their day of probation closed sometime BEFORE 
the plagues begin to fall, during, or at the beginning 
of, that "short period" at the "commencement of 
the time of trouble." When it closes for them, it 
also closes for the finally impenitent within the 
Seventh-day Adventist church. This class have been 
SPEWED OUT OF THE MOUTH OF THE 
LORD. They would not heed the counsel to Lao- 
dcea until TOO LATE. At the time God com¬ 
mands His Spirit and angels to leave them, their 
probation ends. IT 187. 

"Those who delay a preparation for the day of 
God cannot obtain it in the time of trouble, (not 
even during that short period. A. A. N.) or at any 
subsequent time. THE CASE OF ALL SUCH IS 
HOPELESS." G.C. 620. 

"Many who have strayed from the fold," will 
return during the loud cry, "when the storm of 
persecution really breaks upon us." 6T 401. Study 
this page. 

"At the commencement of the time of trouble, 
WE were FILLED with the IIolv Ghost, as we

" ‘The commencement of the time of trouble' 
here mentioned, does not refer to the time when 
the plagues shall be poured out, but to a SHORT

It falls upon a united, pure, victorious sealed 
people.

The decree will be made at one time to be car¬ 
ried out later. G. C. 615. It will be made during 
that short period “at the commencement of the 
time of trouble,” and is to be executed later under 
the sixth plague. The time for the falling of the 
plagues is one vear. Rev. 18:8. “Eor the elect’s sake, 
the time WILL BE SHORTENED.” G. C. 631. 

Therefore, this period will be less than one year. 


Phis decree will be very similar to the one made 
by King Ahasuerus, in the days of Queen Esther. 
5T 450. This decree was for eleven months. Esther 
3:12-13. This may be a literal parallel. If so, then 
we may expect the decree to be for that length 
of time. If the expiration date is announced when 
the decree is made, then God’s people will know 
the time of their deliverance.
